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November  Field  Trip 

The  November  field  trip  was  taken  to  Lake  Lagunitas,  Marin  County,  on 
Sunday,  the  16th.  Twelve  members  and  eight  guests  met  at  the  bus  station 
opposite  the  Ross  Town  Hall.  It  was  decided  that  we  hike  as  one  group.  About 
9:20  a.m.  the  group,  led  by  Harold  Kirker  and  armed  with  much  optimism  (in 
spite  of  the  unsettled  weather  conditions),  started  on  the  hike  to  Lake  Lagunitas. 

Within  a hundred  yards  from  the  starting  place  about  fourteen  species  of 
birds  were  seen.  This  was  very  encouraging,  for  already  a slight  drizzle  was 
making  some  of  the  group  look  skyward.  We  started  on  our  way  again  after  this 
fruitful  interlude.  Along  the  road  the  group  was  able  to  observe  a Red-breasted 
Sapsucker  at  work  and  also  an  Anna  Hummingbird  that  came  to  partake  of  the 
sap  from  the  hole  that  the  sapsucker  had  patiently  drilled. 

At  Phoenix  Lake  picnic  place  the  group  was  forced  to  shelter  during  a cloud- 
burst; but  when  a bit  of  blue  sky  showed  above,  we  continued  on.  Phoenix  Lake 
provided  us  with  many  species  of  water  birds.  Along  the  trail  in  a densely  wooded 
section  many  Golden-crowned  Kinglets  were  closely  observed,  as  well  as  Ruby- 
crowned  Kinglets,  Townsend  Warblers  and  Brown  Creepers. 

Luncheon  was  eaten  in  a lovely  picnic  area  at  Lake  Lagunitas.  Mrs.  Otis  H. 
Smith,  who  had  taken  the  Fairfax  to  Lake  Lagunitas  route,  joined  us  here  and 
reported  her  observations.  The  lone  bird  seen  on  Lake  Lagunitas  was  the  Belted 
Kingfisher. 


On  the  return  trip  the  group  enjoyed  a lively  discussion  over  the  identity  of 
some  mergansers  on  Phoenix  Lake.  Conclusion  reached:  eight  Hooded  Mer- 
gansers. Five  Mule  Deer  were  seen  on  this  hike.  The  group  disbanded  in  Phoenix 
Lake  picnic  grounds  about  4:30  p.m.
